Claims 2 and 15-65 have been canceled as in the after-final amendment filed 9/28/04. 
Claim 1 has been amended as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) An elastic attachment adhesive composition comprising between 
about [70%] 75% and about 90% rubber based adhesive and between about 10% and about 
[30%] 25% crystalline polymer having a degree of crystallinity of at least about 40%, wherein 
the rubber-based adhesive is selected from the group consisting of styrene-isoprene-styrene, 
styrene-butadiene-styrene, styrene-ethylene/propylene-styrene, styrene/ethylene-co- 
butadiene/styrene, and styrene-poly(ethylene-propylene)-styrene-poly(ethylene-propylene), and 
wherein the adhesive composition is suitable for bonding together a first elastomeric substrate 
and a second substrate. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art JP 62- 
081470A teaches an adhesive composition comprising 5-70wt% hydrogenated styrene-isoprene- 
styrene or styrene-butadiene-styrene block copolymer, and l-75wt% of crystalline isotactic 
polypropylene but does not teach or render obvious a composition comprising between about 
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75% and about 90% of the rubber compound wherein the Applicant has provided a showing of 
unexpected results for this range.
